If you see a huge yellow blob oozing across your lawn, 
don’t panic-it could be a slime mold. 


Slime molds can be creepy, literally. Some people have 
spotted the live jellylike blobs and thought they were 
aliens from outer space, It's no wonder: They 

pulsate and crawl along the ground, and if you try:to 
hose them down, they just break up into smaller pieces 
and continue to grow bigger. One kind of slime mold is 
so gross-looking that it’s called Deer Vomit. 

You can find slime molds (assuming you really want 
to) moving slowly through dead logs or traveling across 
the forest floor. The molds can be red, pink, violet, 
yellow, or clear, and may reach three feet in width. One 
scientist found a slime mold that was one yard wide 
and 10 yards long! 

Plasmodial slime molds, called myxomycetes (pro- 
nounced mix-oh-MY-seats), aren’t plants or animals, but 
they can act like both. They change their form many 
times during different stages of life. In their crawling 


stage, they form weird blobs that can creep one or more 
inches per hour. 

Some people find slime molds so fascinating that they 
keep them as pets. Physarum slime molds—which are 
used in biology classes and labs—grow fast, and their 
bright yellow color is pretty to look at. They can grow on 
wet paper towels and can be kept in a jar, or on a plate 
covered with plastic wrap. They like to live in dark places 
and feed on oatmeal flakes. 

One Japanese man loved his slime molds so much 
that he kept them in his garden and trained his cats to 
protect the molds from garden slugs. And an American 
woman kept one in a dish in her living room for nine 
years, 

As pets, slime molds may never be as popular as 
dogs, but they sure are lovable lumps. If one follows 
you home, why don't you keep it?
